1. This Statement is filed in response to the Decision 
issued herein on August 27, 1998, and further in response to the 
x Invitation to Correct Defects' issued in regard to this 
International Application on May 8, 1998. 

2. This International Application was filed on March 24, 
1998, claiming priority from French patent application no. 
9703847, filed on March 28, 1997. 

3. This International Application names Sensormatic 
Electronics Corporation as applicant for the purposes of all 
designated states except the United States of America. 

4. This International Application names Messrs. Didier 
Gouelibo and Alain Dameme as inventors and as applicants only for 
the purposes of the United States of America. 

5. There was filed contemporaneously with this 
International Application a Power of Attorney executed by

Sensormatic Electronics Corporation and Mr, Gouelibo appointing 
the undersigned as their agent in connection with this 
International Application. 

6. There was filed contemporaneously with this 
International Application an Assignment by which Mr. Gouelibo 
assigned to Sensormatic Electronics Corporation his rights in 
this International Application. 

7. This International Application was signed by the 
undersigned as agent for applicants Sensormatic Electronics 
Corporation and Mr. Gouelibo. 

8. Upon information and belief, Mr. Dameme was an employee 
of Sensormatic France S.A., a subsidiary of Sensormatic 
Electronics Corporation, at the time of filing of the above- 
referenced French patent application. 

9. Sensormatic France S.A. was named as applicant, and 
Messrs. Gouelibo and Dameme were named as inventors, in the 
above-referenced French patent application. 

10. Upon information and belief, Mr. Dameme is no longer 
employed by Sensormatic France S.A. 

11. Upon information and belief, at least once prior to 
March 24, 1998 Mr. Dameme was requested by Sensormatic France 
S.A. to sign the Power of Attorney filed simultaneously with this 
International Application, and Mr. Dameme refused to sign the 
Power of Attorney. 

12. On May 15, 1998, the undersigned sent to Mr. Dameme a 
letter of which a copy is annexed hereto as Exhibit A and a Power 
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of Attorney form of which a copy is annexed hereto as Exhibit B; 
in the letter the undersigned requested that Mr. Dameme sign and 
return the Power of Attorney form which accompanied the letter. 

13. On May 22, 1998, the undersigned received from Mr. 
Dameme a facsimile message of which a copy is attached hereto as 
Exhibit C; in the facsimile message Mr. Dameme acknowledged 
receipt of the letter dated May 15, 1998 and refused to sign the 
Power of Attorney sent therewith, pending resolution of matters 
in dispute between Mr. Dameme and Sensormatic France S.A. 

14. On May 26, 1998, the undersigned filed a Statement 
which showed the above facts and requested that this 
International Application be deemed to have been filed by Mr. 
Gouelibo on behalf of himself and Mr. Dameme, pursuant to Rule 
425(a) . 

15. On August 27, 1998, the USPTO issued a Decision which 
treated the Statement filed on May 26, 1998 as a petition under 
Rule 425 and dismissed the petition without prejudice. The 
Decision pointed out that Rule 425 was amended on December 1, 
1997, and the Decision stated that the Statement of May 26, 1998, 
failed to explain the lack of Mr. Dameme 's signature on the 
Request (PCT Form RO/101) . 

16. On September 1, 1998, the undersigned sent to Mr. 
Dameme a letter of which a copy is annexed hereto as Exhibit D 
and a Request Form (Form PCT/RO/101) of which a copy is annexed 
hereto as Exhibit E; in the September 1, 1998, letter the 
undersigned requested that Mr. Dameme sign and return the Request 
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form which accompanied the letter. 

17. On September 15 , 1998, the undersigned sent to Mr. 
Dameme a letter of which a copy is annexed hereto as Exhibit F; 
in the September 15, 1998, letter the undersigned noted that Mr. 
Dameme had not responded to the September 1 letter and the 
undersigned asked Mr. Dameme to indicate whether Mr. Dameme was 
willing to sign the Request form. 

18. On September 21, 1998, the undersigned received from 
Mr. Dameme a facsimile message of which a copy is attached hereto 
as Exhibit G; in the September 21, 1998 facsimile message Mr. 
Dameme acknowledged receipt of the letters dated September 1 and 
15, 1998 and refused to sign the Request form, pending resolution 
of matters in dispute between Mr. Dameme and Sensormatic France 
S.A. 

19. The undersigned respectfully shows, on the basis of the 
above-recited facts, that Mr. Dameme still refuses to join in 
this International. Application, and that Mr. Dameme has refused 
to sign the Request. It is requested that the present 
International Application now be accepted without Mr. Dameme' s 
signature, pursuant to Rules 4.15(b) and 425.
